RECOMMENDED TO MCNAMARA 
More Yank Troops 
Needed In Viet Nam

(AP)—The U.S. Military Assist­ 
ance Command 
recommended 
to Defense Secretary Robert S. 
McNamara today 
that Ameri­ 
can Forces in South Viet Nam 
be increased.

Defense Secretary 
Arthur Sylvester said the As­ 
sistance Command had present­ 
ed a staff study to McNamara 
suggesting a specific number of 
reinforcements. He declined to 
elaborate on the number.

Asked if the Vietnamese request j 
compared in magnitude with the 
U.S. military recommendation.

Friday, Sylvester said the Vi­ 
etnamese had 
presented 
their 
request in terms of force levels 
without asking 
for a 
specific 
number of troops and that Mc­

It also was reported that a 
rise in U.S. troop strength was 
being considered as part of an 
over-all buildup that would in­ 


clude induction of 100,000 Viet­ 
namese recruits. 


This would bring the Vietnam­ 
ese armed forces to well over 
BOO.OOO men. American armed 
forces in Viet Nam now number 
somewhat less than 75.000. 


The recommendations, Zorthi­ 
an said, were “ designed to meet 
the urgencies of the present sit­ 
uation.” 


He declined comment on a Vi­ 
etnamese press report that in 
the Friday talks the Saigon gov­ 
ernment had asked for 100,000 
more U.S. combat troops.

Defense Department announce­ 


ments indicated there already 
were about 83.000 U.S. service­ 
men either in Viet Nam or on 
the way eventually. Current dis­ 
cussions have to do with addi­ 
tional forces. 


The final recommendation to 
McNamara reportedly will boil 
down to a figure close to the 
179,000 disclosed in an Associat­ 
ed Press Washington s t o r y 
Thursday as having been rec­ 
ommended by the joint chiefs of 
staff. 


McNamara, however, has de­ 
nied any such recommendation. 


The secretary spent most of 
the day at U.S. military head­ 


quarters in Saigon being briefed 
on the military situation by top 
U.S. officers. 
There were no 
conferences with Vietnamese. 


McNamara's formal briefings
